FLGODS IN THE EAST. 


Towns in Pennsyivania and West 
Virginia Inundated, 

Pirrsnunen, Feb. 18.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.| This afternoon the 
Allegheny Kiver reached thirty-two 
feet eleven inches, but since then has 
been slowly receding, with nearly every 
iron mill flooded and closed down. 
Railroad tracks haye been washed 
away. Whole squares of streets are 
flooded to the second story, and thou- 
sands of cellars are filed. The direct loss 
by the flood cannot fall below a million 
dollars. Poor people living along the 
river have suffered so greatly that ap- 
peals for aid have been issued. The 
building inspectors say the flooded 
districts have suffered great injury in 
the way of damaged foundations. 

Tonight the river has failen several 
feet. The damage torailroads is being 
rapidly repaired. 

Reports from all up-river points 
show rapidly subsiding water and peo- 
ple returning to their bomes. 

At Jobnstown the loss is great, the 
‘foundations of many houses having 
been undermined. ‘The street cars are 
running again and the mills will open 
tomorrow. The destruction of bridges 
was a serious loss, as the different sec- 
tions of the city will have no communi- 
cation by wagon for sometime. The 
farming communities below are heavy 
losers. 

A dispateh from Wheeling, W. Va., 
says the river is still rising tonight, but 
itis reported from above to have be- 
gun falling. The damage in Wheeling 
‘ia great. The whole of Wheeling 
Island—the. Seventh ward—is flooded, 
and tonight most of its 4000 inhabi- 
tants are sleeping in another part of 
the city. In South Wheeling hundreds 
of workingmen’s houses and severai 
factories were inundated, and 
in the business center’ many 
wholesale houses are flooded. 
Business is almost entirely suspended. 
No trains are arriving or departing. 
The depots are under water and the 
railroad yards blockaded. The two 
principal hotels have water on the 
first floor and the guests are obliged to 
go in and out of windows.

POINT FOR. THE PROSECUTION. 


Testimony as to All the Crooked 
Notes Admitted — Chadwick 
on the Stand-His Opin- 
ion of Damron. 


- The second day of the trial of J. M. Dam- 

ron on acharge of forgery has closed. At 
least all of today will be taken up with the 
introduction of testimony before the case 
will go to the jury for final settlement. 

Yesterday morning Judge Smith held that 
it would be proper for the prosecution to 
prove Damron’s guilty intent in placing 
Hervey Lindley’s name to the note of June 
4 by the introduction of evidence as to 
other forgeries. 

This ruling of the court practically 
opened up the flood gates. All of the six 
notes that Damron floated with illicit signa- 
tures attached to them were forthwith pro- 
duced in evidence and all of the facts sur- 
rounding their ‘issue were detailed by 
Dumerous witnesses. 

The ruling of the court upon this point 
was awaited with a great deal of interest, 
as upon it the whole case really depended, 
Lawyers are divided as to whether Judge 
Simith’s ruling was in error or not. The 
fact that Damron admits that he signed the 
pame Hervey Lindley to the alleged forged 
note is what complicates the matter and 
creates a question as to whether or not it is 
proper to prove guilty intent. 

During the examination of the witnesses 
yesterday, Damron listened very closely to 
ali that was going op. In the forenoon his 
wife was not present but in the afternoon 
she was in ‘attendance until court ad- 
journed. . 

D.imron’s counsé!, Mr. Morris, isa dig- 
nified gentleman, who asks questions in a 
solemn, impressive way. He is very slow 
in interrogation and proceeds cautiously. 
During yesterday H. H. Appel acted as Mr. 
Morris’s associate counsel. 

The spectators in tha court room during 
the entire day were quite numerous, com- 

letely filling the lobby, ‘They all mani- 
fested a gteatinterestin what was going 
ov, and several times expressed themselves 
by audibly smiling at remarks made by wit- 
nesses. This aroused Judge Smith who in- 
formed the listeners that if the distur- 
bance was repeated he would order the 
court room cleared. 

When Chadwick was placed on the stand 
late in the afternoon the defendant moved 
his chair over to a point where he could ob- 
serve every move his old-time friend made 
while testifying. Chadwick went through 
the ordeal well, however, and tolda very 
good, straight story. 

THE TESTIMONY. 

The testimony introduced yesterday 
morning was as to the other forgeries. 

C. Worth, a broker, swore as to a note for 
#150 which Damron gave him and which he 
discounted, It bore the forged signature of 
Hervey Lindley. 

.N. Avery and W, M, Sheldon, for- 
merly officers of the California Loan and 
Trust Company, gave testimony as toa 
note for $100 signea by S. M. Perry, -which 
they had discouvn for Damron. 8S. M. 
Perry swore that his signature to the note 
was forged. 

At the «fternoon session the first witness 
on the s' and was F. C. Smith, ex-constabie, 
Mr. Sn.ith testified as to where and how he 
found Vawmren after he had absconded and 
b: came a fugitive from justicein July last. 
He found him, so he swore, in the Redick 
block at the corner of First street and 
Broadway, in a room over Shinn & Ling’s 
office. After his capture he was lodged in 
the County Jail. 

On cross-examination an endeavor was 
made to show that Mr. Smith knew of Dam- 
ron’s whereaDouts the day before he ar- 
rested him, and that he had gone to Dam- 
ron’s bondsmen and offered to run the fu- 
| gitivesto earth if a reward was put up. The 
question was asked Smith if he did not go 
to Mr. Willis, one of Dawron’s bondsmen, 
two days or so before Damron was arrested, 
and say that the bondsmen would have to 

ut up $400 before he (Smith) would arrest 

amron, and thathe where he was. 
To this Smith’s answer emphatically was, 
“T did not.” ‘The witness also denied that 
he bad told H. H. Appel, on Spring street, a 
day before the arrest, that be knew where 
Damron .was. 

kK. H. Farquhar testified that in July, 
1890, he had seen Damron in aroom in the 
Reddick block. He was atthe time a fugi- 
tive from justice. Damron, the first time 
he saw him in the block, asked him to say 
nothing about it. There were two persons 
present when he saw Damron, to wit, W. C. 
Lockwood and Mrs. Foster. 

Dr. Walter Lindley swore that his signa- 
ture to a note for $150, of the date of April 
24th. 1890, was a forgery. He had never au- 
thorized any one, or the defendant Dam- 
ron, to sign his name to the note. , 

Edgar Moore, the expert accountant, testi- 
fied hext. He swore thatthe same person 
who affixed the signature of Hervey Lind- 
ley to the note of June 11, which Damron 
sdmite he signed, also affixed it to the note 
of the date of June 9, which Damron denies 
signing. Mr. Moore also swore that in his 
opinion if Damron signed the name Hervey 
Lindley-to the note of June 11, he sigued 
Dr. Walter Lindley’s name to the other two 
notes. 

Mr. Moore was closely cross-examined as 
to his qualifications to testify as an expert 
in haudwritine. He gave the character- 
istics of the four signatures which were 
common throughout, and traced the similar- 
ity of the forced signatures to the one which 
Damron admits that he signed. ‘The wi t- 
ness was showna number of samples of 
handwriting and asked to give his opinion 
as to how many different handwritings there 
were on the paper there being eight names 
written on it, all told. Heswore thatin 
his opinion there were two different hand- 
writings in the eight signatures and that 
possibly someof them were written with 
different pens, but upon this point he was 
not certain. Various other tests were also 
presented to the witness and an en- 
deavor was made to casta doubt upon the 
credibility of the science of expert hand- 
writing. 

F. B. Fanning, Deputy County Clerk, 
also gave expert testimony. He substan- 
tiated the évidence given by Expert Moore 
that in his opinion Damron affixed the sig- 
natures Hervey Lindley and Walter Lind- 
ley to the notes referred to in Moore’s tes- 
timouy. 

On cross-examination Mr, Fanning was 
put through the same character of tests, as 
to his qualifications to testify as an expert, 
as was the witness Moore. 

The next witness was the long-wanted, 
long-looked-for J. 8. Chadwick. When Mr. 
Chadwick took the stend there was a buzz 
of excitement in the courtroom. Chadwick 
walked forward, however, and upon being 
sworn he took the stand. 

He swore that he had had a transaction 
with Damron about April 21, 1899. Dam- 
ron came to him on the day in question and 
said that he wanted to borrow some money 
on personal security. He mentioned half a 
dozen names he could give as security, 
among them A. H. Dunlap and Walter 
Lindley. ‘hase two securities, Chadwick 
testified. he accepted, and Damron brought 
him a note filled out with these signatures 
appended. ‘The witness then got the money 
on the note of Mrs. Emma Hunter, and 
paid Damron $159, less 215, his commission. 
The note was read to the jury. 

Chadwick next testifiea as to the note of 
April 24th. Damron came to him and said 
he wanted money. ‘The usual formula was 
gone through with. Dunlap and Dr. Lina- 
ley were again offered and accepted as se- 
curities. Damron gave the witness a note 
for $180 signed by Dunlap and Lindley. On 
this note Chadwick got §180 from Mrs. 
Hunter and gave the sum to Damron, less 
his 10 per cent. commission. 

Atter Damron’s arrest for forgery in July 
1890, Chadwick swore that he had a Conver- 
sation with him concerning the #180 note, 
which was at that time deposited in the 
Los Angeles National Bank as collateral 
security. Chadwick asked Damron if the 
notes were all right that be bid previously 
given to him, and told him that if they were 
notall right and unless something was 
done, warrants would be sworn out on these 
notes. If they were wrong the witness ad- 
vised Damron to protect them. 

fo this interrogation Damron replied: 
“My God! these notes must be protected 
and taken up before the bank closes. If 
you can raise the money to do this I will be 


your slave for life.” Whea questioned 


wick, swore that under no éireumstance 
would he use his Own money, or that of his 
friends, with which to purehase forged 


notes. 

Chadwick was asked why he had never, 
at previous examinations, given this conver- 
sation be had with Damron in full, inciud- 
ing the ‘slave proposition.”” He said that 
he never had been asked to give it in detati 
before. He then volunteered the statement 
that be had protected the notes, but Damron 
had not carried out his part of the agree- 
ment. Asked what lis feeling was toward 
Damron at present, he replied that he had 
“no particular love forthe gentleman at 
present’’—in fact he admitted that he felt 
upfriendly toward him. 

Then came a sensation. In response to 
guestions Chadwick said: 

“At the lasttrialof Damron I absented 
myself at Damron’s earnest solicitation. I 
know Harvey Branscombe. I never told 
him in front of the Phillips. Block, after I 
had been fined 100 for contempt, that 1 had 
it in for Dawron and would send him to the 
penitentiary it [had todo it by perjuring 
myself. At my examination for contempt 
of court 1 swore that I was in Mexico while 
I was absent during Damron’s first trial.” 
Chadwick then left the stand. 

The next witness was Mrs. Emma Hun- 
ter. She testified that she knew Damron 
and Chadwick; that in Aprillast the latter 
was her agent. She was shown the two for- 
geries of April 2lstand April 24th, and tes- 
tified that she paid the full face value of the 
notes. 

Mrs. Hunter swore that about January 
15th last she had a conversation with Dam- 
ron about the notes. She had asked him to 
pay them, and he had said that he could 
not, but thatif she would wait until he 
was ovér his tronble he would give her a 
note with good signers upon it, 

Court then adjourned until 10a. m. today. 
The prosecution has but one more witness 
to examine and then the defense will open. 

MANDAMUSED. 

In Department Six yesterday Judge Shaw 
decided upon a mandamus sworn out by 
Miss Tessa L. Kelso, librarian of the Public 
Library, commanding the City Auditor to 
show cause why he sbould not audit de- 
mands of the present acting Board of Trus- 
tees. 

The City Attorney asked for a continu- 
ance of the hearing, but the court stated 
that the case was so plain that he could not 
allow it togo over. He did not require 
authorities even to conviice him that a de 
Sacto board is entitled to transact its busi- 
ness until some court of compent authority 
has adjudicated the matter and ordered 
otherwise. This appears to settle the fact 
that the library will be carried on under thé 
present management until it is properly 
suceeded by appointment or ousted by con- 
test of the newly-elected board.

PABST MAY DIE. 


THE YOUNG MAN IN A CRITICAL 
CONDITION. 


The Police as Yet Unable to Find the 
Slightest Clew to His Murder~ 
ous Assallants — Con- 
flicting Stories. 


Fred Pabst, the young German found at 
the corner of Upper Main and Alpine 
streets, about 12 o’clock Tuesday night, ina 
partially unconscious condition, and suffer- 
ing from an ugly fracture of the skull be- 
sides other injuries about the face and head, 
is still at the receiving hospital, his condi- 
tion being such that he cannot be removed. 
Young Pabst is really in a very critical 
state, his case having taken a turn for the 
worse yesterday morning, and it is now 
feared that he may die from his injuries. 
So far the. affair is wrapped in mystery, 
and the police have been unable to get the 
slightest clew to the perpetrators of the 
crime. When Pabst was taken to the po- 
lice station he could give only a confused 
account of how he was hurt. According 
to his statement, he had been to the 
Wickersham corral, on Aliso street, to see 
about hiring a horse. He said that he left 
the corral about 10 o’clock, going to a Chi- 
nese restaurant on upper Main street to get 
something to eat. He had €3 in bis trousers 
pocket and some change in his vest pocket, 
At the restaurant he saw a Mexican, who 
followed him out; at the corner of Alpine 
and Main street he was assaulted, knocked 
in the head, and while unconscious his 
pockets were turned wrong side out and his 
money taken. Attimes Pabst stated that 
there was but one Mexican who assaulted 
him, and at other times hesaid their were 


three, his mind not being clear on this sub- 


ject. It is also said that Pabst stated to.Dr. 
Wing, who dressed his wounds, that he had 
been drinking, but his parents say that this 
must have been a mistake, as he could never 
be induced to even touch liquor. 

The police were busy all day yesterday 
on the case, but, as stated above, nothing 
was discovered throwing any light on the 
mystery. Atthbecorralit was stated that 
Pabst hadleft that place shortly after 8 
o’clock, some two hours esriier than the 
time Pabst says he did. Inquiry at the 
Chinese restaurant brought out nothing, as 
no one adout the place had seen Pabst or 
could remember having seen him, and fur- 
thermore it was stated that the restaurant 
had closed up shortly after 10 o’clock. In 
fact, not the slightesttrace could be found 
of Pabst from the time he left Wickersham’s 
corral, a few minutes after 8 o’clock, until 
he was found atthe corner of Alpine and 
Upper Main streets in the condition above 
described. 

‘This is the status.of the case at the pres- 
ent time, but no effort will be spared to 
solve the dark mystery and bring the guilty 
persons to justice. 


MISSING MRS. HAWKINS. 


No Clew to Her Whereabouts—An- 
other False Alarm. 

And still nothing bas been heard from 
Mrs. Susan Hawkins. It is now fourteen 
days since she disappeared, and despite 
every effort which has been made by the 
police, private detectives, relatives and 
friends, not the remotest clew can be dis- 
covered by which her whereabouts can be 
traced. 

Every day or 80 some one imagines that 
he has seen Mrs. Hawkins and the re- 
sult is that her brothers are kept busy run- 
ning down these stories.

His Honor’s Return From the 
State Capital. 


THE OBJECT OF HIS_ TRIP, 


Matters of.Vital Importance tothe 
City That Required Looking 
After—Some of the Bilis 
‘Introduced, 


Mayor Hazard returned from his trip to 
Sacramento yesterday morning, looking 
somewhat fatigued from his labors: at the 
State capital. Agmnch interest bas been 
manifested in the Mayor’s trip, and consid- 


erable inquiry developed as to the objects 
to be 
evening interview His Honor, and from him 
obtained the following statement, from 
which it will be seen that his labors were 
not in vain: 
MAYOR HAZARD’S STATEMENT. 

There is a provision in the constitution of 
our State of such vital importance to the 
interests of our city that 1 did not think the 
present session of the Legislature should be 
permitted toend without an earnest en- 
deavor on my part to get it amended, and 
with that object in view 1 went to Sacra- 
mento. Underthe constitution each mu- 
nicipality is clothed with the right to adopt 
a charter for its own government; but the 
constitution, In stating the effect to be given 
to such a charter when so adopted, reada as 
follows: Such charter “shall become the 
organic law thereof and supersede 
any existing charter and ali amend- 
ments thereof and all special laws in- 
consistent with such charter.” Now in 
stating that it supersedes ali special laws un- 
der a uniform rule of construction the 
courts have held thatit is tantamount to 
stating that it does not supersede general 
laws. Hence, all general laws are para- 
mount to the charter by reason of the lan- 
guage used and a provision of the charter 
iu couflict with the general laws is inopera- 
tive and void, resulting in a confused state 
of affairs in our city, greatly detrimental to 
the public good. Ever since the adoption 
of the pew charter, our city has enjoyed the 
luxury of one continued round of litigation 
to maintain intact the autonomy of our mu- 
nicipal existence. Many of the most i 
portant provisions of the charter have bee 
nullified by decisions of our courts on the 
ground that they were repugnant to the 
general law of the State, and at every ses- 
sion of the Legislature new laws bein 
general in their effect are being enacted 
important branches of the city govern ment 
are being abolished and others substituted, 
until it 1s beyond the powers of our ablest 
lawyers to inform us where we do stand 
and what the law is on many of the must 
important branches of the city government 
—notably that portion which relates to im- 
provement of our streets. Measures of great 
public importance have been tied up for 
years awaiting the decision of the appellate 
court on the subject, and after a thor- 
ough deliberation the court rendering a ma- 
jority decision, showing that the court of 
final resort in our State is divided as to the 
law that governs our city owing principally 
to the insertion of the word “‘special’”’ in the 
coustitution, which should have been 
omitted. ‘lhe provisions of the charter 
providing for the office of police judge is 
declared invalid, thereby abolishing that 
court, the Supreme Court has declared that 
all the portions of the charters relating to 
the improvement of our streets, and for 
which the charter was principally adopted, 
isin conflict with the general jaw, and 
therefore vold. The management of our 
parks has been taken out of municipal con- 
trol and placed under the management of a 
commission appointed by the Governor. 


_The Board of ‘Trustees of the Public Library 


are. called on to testin the courts the ques- 
tion of the legality of their appointment 
under the charter, a decision having been. 
rendered today regarding the salary of Miss 
Kelso, and aitogether the public service 
is demoralized by the uncertainty that 
pervades all branches of the city govern- 
iment. Uutil the constitution is amended 
in this regard it is almost useless to attempt 
to amend the charter, because when amend- 
ed at great expense and annoyance to our 
people we find that it is in conflict with gen- 
eral laws and void, and we are put to years 
of expensive litigation -to ascertain what 
rt of the charter is law and what is not. 

I formulated an amendment covering this 
which was introduced in the Senate 

y Judge Carpenter, and was sd >pted by the 
Senate yesterday. it was also introduced 
inthe House by Gen. Matthews and has 
been favorably reported on by the Com- 
mittee on Municipal Corporations, to 
which it was referred, and in all 

robabilities it will be acted on favorably 
by the Legislature. Being atthe mercy of 
all general legislation, | deemed it my duty 
to personally examine all bilis introduced 
in both houses that could in any manner 
affect us. 

I examined every bill that had been intros 
duced in | nee house, and I found many 
that applied to us, which were supposed not 
to do so, and shonid by no means become 
laws. For instance, a bill introduced by 
Mr. Tennis, which provided forthe forma- 
tiod of a pension fund to be made up as fol- 


lows: 

Section 12. ‘The board of supervisors, or 
other governing authority, of any county, 
city, or town, sball, forthe pur of 
said “Police Relief ana Pension Fund” 
herein-before mentioned, direct the pay- 
ment annually, and when the tax levy is 
made, into said fund of the following 
moneys: 

First—Not less than five nor more than 
ten per centum of all moneys collected and 
received from licenses for the keeping of 


places wherein spirituous, malt, or other in- 


toxicating liquors are sold. i 

Second—One-half of all moneys received 
from taxes or from licenses upon dogs. 

Third—All moneys received from fines 
imposed up on the members of the police 
force of said county, cit y and county, city, 
or town, for violation of the rules and regu- 
lations of the police department. 

Fourth—All proc 
claimed property. 

Fifth—Not less than one-fourth nor more 
than one-half of all moneys received from 
licenses from pawnbrokers,  billiard-hall 
keepers, second-hand dealers and junk 
stores. 

Sixth—All moneys received from fines for 
carrying concealed weapons. 

Seventh—Twenty-five per centum of all 
fines collected in money for violation of 
county, city and county, city, or town ordi 
nances. 

Eighth—All rewards given or paid to 
members of such police force, except such 
as shall be excepted by the Chief of Police. 

Ninth— Ihe Treasurer of any county, city 
and county, city or town, shall retain from 
the pay of é¢ach member of the police de- 
partment the sum of $2 per month, to be 
forthwith paid into said Police Relief and 
Pension Fund, and no otber or turther re- 
tention or reduction sball be made from 
such for apy other fund or purpose what 
ever. 

The above would create-a fund of from 
$50,000 to $70,000 annually, which would 
come directly from the taxes used to pay 
the expenses of the government, being 
twice as much as it come the city to main- 
tain the fire departmen 

Another provision of this bill is as fol- 
lows: | 


Sec. 4. Whenever any person, while 


serving as a policeman in any such county, 
city and county, city, or town, shall 
come physically disabled while in, and in 
consequence of, the performance of his 
duty as such policeman, said d may, 
upon his written request, or without such 
request, if it deem it for the good of said 
police force, retire such person from active 
service, and order aod direct that he be 
paid from said fund a yesrly pension, equal 
to one balf the amount of the salary at- 
tached to the rank which he may have held on 
said police force preceding such retirement, 

There were many good biils that should 
be passed, particularly one which provides 
that the County Assessor shall be required 
to furnish the city authorities with a copy 
of the assessment roll, and thereby save the 
expense of making out a compiete assess- 
ment roll by the city.

Councilmen Still Discussing 
the Water Rates. 


‘THE POLICE COMMISSIONERS. 


The Law In Rogard to Lotteries to Be 
Amended—Appilications for Po- 
sitions on the Forca—Fire 
Commission. 


The City Conncil was in session ali day 


yesterday, in Committee of the Whole, on 


_ the water-rate ordinance. The weather out- 
side was very disagreeable, owing to the 


rain, so the city solons had a big-tire built 
= proceeded to make themselves comfort- 
able. 

The well-thumbed ordinance was gone 
over and over again, and was finally 
adopted by the committee with the follow- 
ing changes: The rate for lawns is fixed 
aticent per front foot for lots 150 feet, 
provided the minimum lawn rate shall be 
25 cents, and with a provision for a special 
contract in cases where an extra large 
amount of water is required for lawns and 
shrubbery. All meter rates are eliminated, 
except in the case of manufacturing estab- 
lishments, and other cases where the price 
is not covered by the house rate. 

The action of the committee yesterday, 
it is understood, is in no sense final, but the 
matter will come up again in the Council 
Monday, whgn any and all persons inter- 
ested will be given a further chance of be- 
ing heard. The meter question is where 
the troubie comes in, opinion being divided 
as to whether meters are a good thing for 
the consumers, or otherwise. 

POLICE COMMISSIONERS. 
The Police Commissivners met in the 
Mayor’s office yesterday afternoon, with 
Commissioner Dexter in the chair, and 
Commissioners Colilus and Lewis were 
present, 

The matter of the petition of the District 
Telegraph Company, to erect a sign in 
frontof their place of business on Main 
Street, was referred to the Chief-with power 


to act. 

The City Tax Collector reported the fol- 
lowing saioons closed and the licenses un- 
paid, when under therule, the same were 
revoked: F. Kerkow, Main and Kequena 
Btreets; C. Raphael & Ca., Olympia and San 
Fernando streets; F. Rothiano, No. 304 
Commercial street; Frank Bevione, No. 560 
New High street; L. Hirschfield, No. 117 
Court street. 

The petition of Last & Fisk for the trans- 
fer of the liquor license now in the name of 
Joe Bayer & Co., was granted, as was also 
the petitien of David Purcell for the trans- 
fer of the permitfor a saloon at No. 326 
North Main street, now in the name of Pur- 
cell & Willig. 

Applications for positions on the force 
were received from EK. C. Lyon and John A. 
Ditewig, whieh were placed on file. 

Commissioner Lewis called up the matter 
of the suspension of Officer Van WUleve, 
which had been laid over for two weeks 
pending an investigation, and moved that 
the said officer be removed, and Sam Dugan 
be appointed to the vacancy, which motion 
prevailed. 

In the matter of the proposed amendment 
to the code to cover certain points for the 
suppression of Chinese lotteries, Chief 
Glass presented the following letters, which 
explain themselves, fram Senator Carpenter 
and Assemblyman Matthews:

Tue anti-boycott bill bas been ;<e- 
ported favorably to the Senate and is 
likely to pass.

The real enemies of labor are those who 
the unions to take such an untenable 
position in a country that guarantees every- 
one the protection of hie rights. It should 
be remembered, too, that this very bill, 
which is being denounced by the official 
action of the Federated Trades, would give 
a workipgman perfect protection against 
any conspiracy on the part of employers or 
capitalists to prevent him securing work, or 
“to otherwise injure or wrong him. It is not 
framed in the interests of capital against 
labor, but simply in protection of the richts 
e the individual against upjust combina- 
tions, 


THe American Loan and Trust 
Company of New York has closed 
its doors. These banks invite 
contributions,” in the shape of 
deposits, from the general public, 
and then burst—or suspend, or 
whatever they choose to call it, leaving 
the poor depositors out in the cold. If 
a poor devil steals’ a loaf, he is 
sent to jail. If a wealthy corpor- 


ation ‘“‘meets with financial  re- 
verses’ and has to absorb. the 
savings of thousands of poor 


depositors, itis all right—an unavoid- 
able occurrence. Let us have a new 
deal in these matters. Why is a 
wealthy banker, whose belly is full, 
more justified in taking what “isn’t 
- bis’n” than a man who is hungry? We 
curse the Anarchists, but the men and 
the courts that condone these offenses 
are worse than the Auarchists, be- 
cause they are the causes of the sys- 
tem which breeds anarchy. 


Tne holding up and probably dan- 
gerous wounding of a citizen by foot- 
pads night before last, within half a 
mile of the city center, brings to mind 
the fact that, outside of the business 
quarter, this city is very poorly policed, 
A man who goes home to the suburbs 
late at night may meet a policeman 
once iz a month, or he may not. There 


are always plenty of police on 
Spring, First and Main streets. 
For night service on the thirty- 


six square miles—23,040 acres—of Los 
Angeles, there are four mounted men, 
of whom one stays at the office, leaving 
three men with nearly 8000 acres of 
valuable city property each to watch 


and guard. The wonder is, not that. 


there is an occasional highway robbery, 
but that tbere are not more. After 
midnight, anywhere outside of the 
business quarter, a man may whistle 
until he is blue in the face without at- 
tracting the attention of a guardian of 
the peace. : 


GOVERNMENT TELEGRAPH. 


There is no doubt thata great ma- 
jority of the American people are in 
favor of agovernment telegraph, which 
Postmaster Wanamaker so strongly in- 
dorses. The scheme has proved a 


“most profitable.one in Kngland, and 


there is no reason to suppose that it 
would not prove equally profitable 
here. Of course we all -understand 
that there are powerful financial in- 
terests at work to defeat the over- 
throw of the present system. That, 
however, is no legitimate reason why 
the present system should not be over- 
thrown. 

One of the strongest opponents of 
Mr. Wanamaker’s plan has been Gen. 
Bingham, who recently wrote a letter 
to the New York Press condemuatory 
of the system. The Press thus com- 
ments on the letter: 
Gen. Bingham has repeatedly favored a 
Government telegraph. Postmaster Gen- 
eral Wanamaker has presented a simple, 
adequate, and economical plan for securing 
the use of the telegraph by the inail service. 
Gen, Bingham has used his position as 
Chairman and his vote asa member of the 
House Committee on Postoftices and Post 
Roads first to delay and next to defeat this 
measure by to give. it even a 
chance to be brought before ihe House. 

For this course Gen. Bingham offers no 
explanation or defense save his confidence 
inadifferent and a more expensive plan 
and one certain to end in jobs, and bis belief 
that the measure was not supported by pub- 
lic opinion in this city. 
We are amazed that Gen. Bingham thus 
recklessly trifles with his reputation. The 
position of the Press has been unmistakable 
on this issue. It has steadily favored a 
postal telegraph. The opinion of his con- 
stituents is, we believe, equally for one. 
Weregretto say that Gen. Bingham’s 
sition is equally clear. He gave the re- 
orm support when it could not pass. He 
opposes it when it could. Itis not surpris- 
iug that a man capable of just this course 
has always been capable of the delays 
which long hindered one of the two most 
important reforms before his committee in 
the Anti-Lottery Bill, and have defeated 
the other in Mr. Wanamaker’s Postal ‘lele- 
gtapb measure. 


In all these proposed reforms, such 
as Government telegraph, Government 
railroads, election of Senators by the 
people, and so forth, it is unfortunate 
that the question can seldom be dis- 
cussed on its merits. There are always 
somany adverse interests at stake,, 
and these interests can afford to spend 
meney in moulding public sentiment 
and defeating the wishes of the people. 
There are many reasons why the 
Government should own and operate 
the telegraphs of the country as it does 
the mails. There may be many reasons 
against such a course, but apart from 
the interest of Government officials, 
those reasons have not been made 
public. 

Let the question be fairly discussed 
upon its merits, and meantime let us 
keep Mr. Jay Gould, Dr. Norvin Green 
and their hired advocates in the back- 
ground. 


PUGET SOUND IDEALITY. 


Referring to the report that the 
President and some members of his 
cabinet will visit the Pacific Coast 
within the next few months the Seattle 
Prese-Times says: 

President Harrison eould not have chosen 
a time for his visit more fortunate for the 
state of Washington. The month of May 
on Puget Sound is ideal. 

The season is not then so far advanced 
thatthe smoke from burning timber ob- 
scures the unrivaled scenery of this land- 
locked sea or veils the lofty mountains’ 
grandeur; the garb of spring gleams 
brightly everywhere, and the blue waters 
reflect @utli shore and the drifting 
clouds. 
‘The material resources and the inspiring 
activity of this state will strongly appeal to 
the intelligence of the President’s party. 
The deserving demands of Puget Sound for 
a pavy yard, and the claims for a national 
gun foundry where iron and coal, water and 
timber crowd each other in convenient con- 
fusion, cannot escape the practical appreci- 
ation of the distinguished visitors, 
Washington will welcome the President 
of the greatest Nation on earth with bounti- 
ful courtesy, and proudly show him through 
the future greatest State of the Nation. 


‘This admixture of burning timber 
and bountiful courtesy is truly .refresb- 
ing and as ideal asthe month of May 
on Puget Sound. 


Tuk action of Judge Shaw, yesterday, 
‘n granting a peremptory writ of map- 
date compelling the City Auditor to 
numver and register the demands on 
the Pumic Library Fund which he 
bad previcusly rejected, will, whatever 
may be the abstract merits of the con- 
troversy, bave a beneficial effect in 
that department of the municipality 
which ministers to tise intellectual ap- 
petites of the people. The Auditor 
was anxious not to incur the responsi- 
bility of allowing the dewands passed 
by the Library Board appointed under 
the charter until the claims of the 
elected board to hold office had been 


passed upon by the courts. As 
this determination, if persisted 
in, would have caused’ the 


closing up of a valuable public in- 
stitution for an indefinite time, with a 
great deal of loss and annoyance to the 
taxpayers, it is satisfactory to find that 
no such result need now be feared. 

Judge Shaw decides, in accordance 
with a well-known principle of law, 
that the board which has administered 
the affairs of the library under the 
charter for nearly two years past is the 
de facto board, and as such its acts are 
entitled to be respected and its war- 
rants honored until sucha time as a 
new board may be appointed or an 
elected board may have made its titie 
to office good through the decision of 
the proper tribunal. 


Tue War Department has decided 
to allow the enlistment of young In- 
dians in theregulararmy. The propo- 
sition is to admit no less than 2000 In- 
cian soldiers to the regular service, 
They will not be organized into separ- 
ate regiments, as was at first con- 
templated, since it was felt that to 
bring such large bodies of Indian troops 
together would havea disturbing influ- 
ence on the neighboring population. 
The Indians will be organized by com- 
panies, and attached to each of the 
infantry and cavalry regiments sta- 
tioned in the West. They will be sub- 
jected to much the same discipline as 


same weapons, uniforms and pay. 
| White commissioned officers will com- 
mand the companies, but the non- 
commissioned officers will probably be 


Indians, as is the custom with the 
scouts. 


THE clearing-house statistics pub- 
lished last Tuesday, it seems, had ab- 
sorbed an error in crossing the conti- 
nent on the wires, which made the

One day he charged in 
his paper, “Ke Leo o Ka Labui,” 
(Voice of the People) Chief Justice 
Judd with having ordered the riflemen 
to fire on the Kanakas on July 30, 1889. 
A day or two later he made a general 
assault on the bench in an article, the 
translation of which appears below. 
Sensible foreigners, of course, only 
laugh atsuch venemous rubbish, but 
probably too little accouat is taken of 
the influence it has on the susceptible 
Hawaiian mind. The court itself per- 
ceived the gravity of the offense, and 
cited Bush to appear before the full 
‘bench last Saturday toshow cause why 
he should-not be adjudged guilty of 
contempt of court. As “constructive 
contempt”’ has been abolished here by 
statute, it is necessary to prove Bush 
guilty of direct contempt. 
The offensive article translated into 
English is as follows: 

THE JUDICIARY. 
“Here is another thing: Some of them go 
aud get things outside of the case and bring 
them in and add them to the evidence 
sworn to before the court, and thon they say 
these two things are one and belong to the 


case, not to the defendant, and then the de- 
fendant is punished. 


“Here is still another thing: When some 
judges see that some of the lawyers before 


— court are relatives or friends of others, 


in a casé being heard before the court, then 
this is the way they do: they will favor 
the side on which their friend is on, and the 
other side which bas the lawyer who is a® 
stranger to them is put to one side. There 
are a great Inaby things of this kind done 
by some of them, and by reason of this the 
csog is greatly injured by judges of this 
kind. 

“The Suprem® judges. Among these peo- 
ple one is the equity judge and is called the 
Chancellor. They are people selected from 
among those who are high!y educated in 
the law here at home, and also abroad, and 
who are of good standing and integrity, 
and sothe public will rely upon them in 


important guestions of law and appeals 


from lower courts. The Hawaiian king- 
dom has now four judges of the Supreme 
Court, the fifth having died. And among 
these four judges one of them is the own 
son of an ordained minister, and another is 
the son of one of the bands of missionaries 
sent to Hawaii, belonging to the Christian 
band, and the others, itis not very clear 
whotheir ancestors were and what their 
genealogy is, They all have a great knowl- 
edge of the law, but among our judges of 
the court that we now have, | can unbhesitat- 
ingly say that some of them are unfit for 
the positions which they two hold. And why” 
And because, first: It was reported it was 
understood, it was clearly seen, it was 
talked of, and it was notorious all over the 
country here, they joined, mixed together, 
consulted together, considered together, 
planned together and benefitted together in 
that work of treason, thatcame about on 
that evil day of June, 1887. And that thing 
that was done and seen by all people, was a 
very high crime. And the one or those who 
were engaged or joined in doing that 
very high crime is not at all a suitable per- 
son to sitin the seat of a judge of the Su- 
preme Court, and to try others without try- 
ing himself first for the very bad crime 
which he committed—that big act of treason. 
“Oh, peaceable Hawaiian race, my kind 
feeling people who are full of kind fadlings 
to all, whatdo you think of the man 
who was clearly seen and is 
well known to be a murderer, and 
who is very notorious? Would you be 
pleased and honor bim if he was to be made 
your minister ora judge if he had not re- 
pented of his sin and been tried for the 
high crimes be publicly committed? I think 
we all would join in not approving of such 
faman, and eo! believe and am ofthe firm 
conviction thatsome of our supreme judges 
are not at.all fit for the seats that they too 
now hold, because their action was clearly 
seen and then joining in the high crime. 
They, however, now sit as judges to try 
other people, when they themselves have a 
big bunch on their own noses and eyes, 
that is, the high crime of the 
30th of June, i587. As 1 said be- 
fore, this is a very important office, and 
for that reason the selection of those to fil! 
itshould be very carefully made. If my 
eyes should be full of dirt or matter on my 
getting up in the worning, and ! should see 
another person in the same condition and 
begin to instruct and scold him, would it be 
right for me to scold another for what I had 
myself? itis plain such a person would 
immediately answer back. The words of 
the bible would apply to me, “Are you the 
one to judge others; ought you not to judge 
yourseif.”’

LIFE ON THE CHARLESTON, 


The Daily Routine—Admiral Brown's 
Popularity. 
LBigelow’s Honolulu letter .o the Examiner. | 
lt may seem odd to landsmen, but a 
man-of-war is a very busy plac for 
every one, from the admiral down. 
The system on which the work is car- 
ried on gives very few idle moments. 
The admiral and captain were always 
inspecting reports, writing them. in- 
specting and dictating correspondence, 
or some such affairs, and these matters 
were dispatched with the alacrity of a 
business man; witness the arrange- 
ments for the ‘flotilla of boats and the 
procession to lolana Palace, when tie 
admiral dictated the order of the day 
to Lieut. Blow in ten minutes, and in 
another five had the machinery for its 
execution in motion. 
When the junior officers were off 
duty, they were generally engaged in 
study. ‘hey leave the academy and 
alternate during their first cruises 
between the bridge and the engine- 
room, with a view of determinin 
which branch of the service they wil 
adopt. In consequence, they are con- 
tinually pegging away at manuals of 
seumanship, gunnery and machinery; 
drawing plans, making out reports, 
solving problems in navigation and 
steam force, etc., etc. Theu again, 
certain hours of the night they must 
turn out of their bunks or hammocks 
to stand watch, eitherin engine-room 
or on bridge. ; 
Everybody adores the Admiral— 
though at adistance. There is that 
about him which forms a hedge of dig- 
nity. Whetheritis his splendid war 
record or his intense earnestness in 
carrying out that to which he has laid 
haud itis difficult to say. Rear Ad- 
miral Brown wasan officer of good 
rank whenthe war broke out, and he 
had the honor and satisfaction of serv- 
ing in some of its most desperate bat- 
tles and suffering most hair-breadth es- 
capes from the firstyear tothe last. 
He was off Vicksburg in the worst 
days, and successfully ran eight 
miles of batteries at- Mobile, I 
asked him how he did it one 
day, and he said that the Confed- 
erates bad their guns trained forthe 
middle of the stream, 80 as he passed 
each battery he simply bugged their 
shore as tightly as possible and let 
them fire over him, while he put in the 
best licks with hisown guns. If the 
Admiral ever could be persuaded to 
talk about himseif for five minutes you 
would hear a good story, but I have 
given up the task. 
If money and financial power were 
to form the chief end of life, I should 
say that the Admiral should have been 
made a railway king. But, then again, 
perhaps his honesty would have ruined 
him at that business.

CENSUS FIGURES. ° 


Statistics of the Population and 
Schoo! Census. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—{By the As- 
sociated Press.} The Census office has 
in press a bulletin showing the general 
enurolimentof public schools in Ari- 
zona, California, Connecticut, the Dis- 
triot of Columbia, Maine, Maryland, 
Massachusetts, Montana, North Caro- 
lina, Ohia, Oklahoma, South Dakota, 
Vermont, Virginia, Wyoming, and 
eighty-three cities. The most striking 
showing of ‘the bulletin is the 
comparative -growth of  popula- 
tion and public school enroll- 
ment. In New Hampsbire, Maine, 
and Vermont, however, there has beer 
a siight decline in the public-school en- 
roliment. The relative gain is gener- 
ally greatest in the South, but the phe- 
nomenal extreme of gainin population 
and school enrollment is shown in 
South Dakota. The following figures 
are taken from the table:

WHISKY MEN ALARMED. 


The Discovery of Frauds Causes 
. Them to Pony Up. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 18.—[By the 
Associated i’ress.} The revelations 
published afew days ago concerning 
offenses committed against the liquor 
laws by wholesale dealers throughout 
the State, have not been without salu- 
tary effects. A number of dealers 
who did not care to be ranked 
in the criminal category made haste 
to seek the revenue agent and adjust 
possible delinquencies. So far, nearly 
$14,000 has been paid in by ddeualers 
whose goods had- n seized. Since 
the revenue officers commenced their 
investigations over 700 barrels of 
whisky have been seized because of va- 
rious frauds discovered.

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RAILROAD RATES. 
Secretary “Kelly of the 


R. Commission in Town. 


The Officials Servéd Notice to 
Lower the Rates tothe 
Forme Basis-News 
and \Personais. 


Ss 


James VY. Kelly of San Francisco, 
secretary of the State Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners, arrived in town 
at 10:30 o’clock ' yesterday morning 
over the Terminal road, He was ac- 
companied by W. T. Sisnon of Fresno. 
Owing to the fact that City Attorney 
Arthur or members of the Council had 
received no official notice of his coming, 
Tue Tres reporter happened to be 
the only person at the train to meet 
him. The news of Mr. Kelly’s pres- 
ence in town soon spread, however, 
and before long several councilmen 
and numerous prominent citizens ae- 
semblied in Mr. Arthur’s office. 

A messenger was dispatched for Mr. 
Atthur. Meanwhile, the matter of 
the late increase of rates as made by 
the ‘Terminal and Southern California 
roads, which Mr. Kelly had come to 
inquire into personally, was informally 
discussed by those present. 

Mr. Kelly stated that as soon as the 

case had been brought before the com- 
mission it was promptly decided that 
the rates must be lowered tothe former 
basis, and that he had sent notices to 
this effect to Mr. Arthur to serve on 
the officials of the companies. Upon 
Mr. Arthur’s arrival it was learned 
he had only just received the notices, 
some delay having occurred on the 
way. 
The documents were opened and 
read by Mr. Arthur. The aotices to 
the railroad officials after giving the 
communication sent by the City At- 
torney to the commission give the de- 
cision of the board in the following 
words: 

‘“‘Whereas, by a unanimous resolu-

SOUTH RIVERSIDE 


Wants No County Division—Crop 
Prospects—The Tin Mines. 

Soutn RiveRsiDE, Feb. 16.—[Cor- 
respondence of Tne Times.] We 
aie fourteen miles south of Riverside 
and there is no reason why we sbould 
not be called South Riverside. Some- 
times our uname isa burden to us, as 
Eastern people ask us ‘‘which way shall 
we go when we get to Riverside.” 
You see we don’t care to have them go 
to Riverside, as our bread and butter 
is at South Riverside. Summing up, 
we are thinking seriously of changing 
the name of our town. But let no ove 


understand us to wanta county seat,: 


for when they talk to us about county 
division, we vote no almost to a man— 
Riverside Press reports to the contrary 
p.otwithstanding. And, by the way, 
please accept our thanks for the part 
Tne Times has taken in this county 
division agitation. 

As to our improvements here, we 
now have over 2.000 acres under culti- 
vation, one thousand of which is in or- 
chard, almost exclusively in Navel or- 
ange trees and about five hundred 
acres now ready to plant. About 
three hundred acres will be planted to 
orchard this spring by one company, a 
Boston syndicate. I do not think ther 
isan orange district in the United 

tates where the Navel orange is so 
exclusively planted. 

The Temescal tin mines being lo- 
cated so near us, together with our 
two potteries and gypsum mills, all of 
which are now being operated, have 
all helped to start up a boom for us 
thr: we have every reason to think 
wiil not be of mushroom growth. The 
tin mine is of far more importance to 
us than any of our other mining enter- 
prises, as it is of such world-wide 
utility. No one can conceive pf the 
magnitude of these mines ard the 
works that are now being built there, 
without making a visit tothe mines, 
as hundreds are doing. 

This is the nearest railroad station, 
although the mines are located nearly 
seven miles up the Temescal valley. 
The dam Is only three miles from here 
and the reduction works are located a 
half-mile this side of the dam. 

At another time I can give you a de- 
tailed- account of some of the im- 
portant buildings now under construc- 
tion.

cis un. No violence is designed on the 
part of the State authorities, but if resist- 
ance is offered to the execution of the laws, 
force will have to be used in the proportion 
of the resistance offered; civil war is so 
horrible to contemplate that, of course, we 
should do all in our power to avoid the ne- 
cessity.’ 

“And that due honers may be paid to this 
distinguished patriot, whose life, military
